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BEWARE THE INCITER

There comes a time when 
every writer has a “writing 
block.” Well, mine came during 
this month’s Taking Aim. Over 
and over 1 kept asking myself, 
what should I write about this 
month? Nothing would come to 
mind. Sure, there is the recent 
stand-off between Republic of 
Texas founder Richard McLaren 
and Texas authorities. But, I kept 
thinking that there must be a big¬ 
ger story here. 

After going “on-line” last De¬ 
cember much of my time now is 
monitoring and answering “e- 
mail” messages. 1 generally re¬ 
ceive, on an average day, 100+ 
messages. Throughout the 
McLaren situation patriots bom¬ 
barded one another with “do we 
go”, “don’t we go” messages. 
Yes, we even put out our own 
position paper detailing what our 
position on the McLaren situation 
was. What struck me the most 
were the half-a-dozen individuals 
who continually barraged every¬ 
one else with hyped up messages 
screaming that all patriotic 
Americans should be going to 
Texas to save McLaren. If you 
didn’t then you were labeled a 
coward and unpatriotic. Of 
course, these half-a-dozen indi¬ 
viduals were to busy themselves 
to go to Texas. However, because 
of their inciteful rhetoric there 
was a bit of confusion on the part 
of some good, loyal, patriotic 


Americans. 

While I was out working in 
our yard, I again was thinking “I 
have to get going on May’s 
newsletter, but what should I 
write about? I know 1 need to 
write about the McLaren incident, 
but there should be a bigger story 
here.” The story is trying to sort 
through all of the information in 
order to see the clear picture, 
when you have “patriots” who are 
wanting a war distort and deceive 
others into starting their war for 
them. 

Here are a few examples: 

1) The first is from J.J. Johnson, 
who is the black militia leader 
from Ohio. Many of you may re¬ 
member Mr. Johnson from the 
militia hearings before the U.S. 
Senate. 

“PLEASE FORWARD TO ALL 
MEDIA OUTLETS 

Re: Fort Davis, Texas April 27, 
1997. 

Due to the ongoing incident at 
Fort Davis Texas, we have re¬ 
ceived numerous calls and email 
messages from Patriots and 
Constitutional Militia members. 
To date, no one within the Con¬ 
stitutional Militia has voiced sup¬ 
port for McLaren, et.al. 

1. Richard McLaren, et.al. are 
not, repeat, not a Militia group by 
any stretch of the imagination. 
They do not recognize U.S. laws, 
including Title 10, U.S.C. 311. 


They refer themselves as the 
"Texas Defense Force". They are 
a "defense force" of "Texas" in 
name only. 

2. Richard McLaren, et.al. have 
successfully demonstrated, by 
their recent actions, what the 
Constitutional Militia is not. The 
Constitutional Militia does not 
advocate the * initiation* of force 
to achieve political or social 
goals. McLaren et.al. publicly 
admitted they forcefully entered a 
private residence; admitted kid¬ 
napping the residents of that pri¬ 
vate dwelling, and in so doing, 
caused bodily harm to one of 
those individuals. Each of these 
acts are criminal by any defini¬ 
tion. These criminal acts clearly 
separate the Constitutional Mili¬ 
tia from garden variety anarchists 
and insurrectionists such as 
McLaren et.al. 

It has been suggested that this 
issue should not be discussed in 
the public forum, as it only leads 
to controversy and needless in¬ 
fighting. There is no controversy. 
This is criminal behavior, and is 
being addressed as such. As for 
needless infighting, we will gladly 
cease communication with anyone 
misguided enough to condone or 
endorse the criminal activity of 
McLaren et.al. 

3. McLaren et.al. have no inten¬ 
tion of submitting to the authority 
of the duly elected sheriff of Jeff 
Davis County, Texas, or any one 
else. They are operating from an 
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indefensible position, both stra¬ 
tegically and philosophically. 
Quite possibly, they have willfully 
signed their own death warrants. 
The Sheriff of Jeff Davis County 
Texas, has been Constitutionally 
empowered to use whatever law¬ 
ful means he has at his disposal, 
to bring these perpetuators to 
justice with the greatest dispatch 
possible, to ensure the rights and 
liberties of the residents of his 
county. 

The Third Amendment to the 
Constitution prohibits the use of 
military force against the citi¬ 
zenry. These protections are af¬ 
forded to McLaren et.al. even 
though they do not recognize the 
authority of the Constitution. 

Recognizing the volatile 
situation currently underway at 
Fort Davis, and to avoid possible 
injury or loss of innocent life, we 
strongly urge McLaren et.al. to 
relocate any non-combatants 
(especially children, if any) to a 
safe environment. 

4. We are monitoring our com¬ 
munication networks for anyone 
condoning the criminal activity of 
McLaren et.al. or anyone recruit¬ 
ing aid and comfort for McLaren 
et.al. We will consider any such 
individuals who attempt to ob¬ 
struct justice insurrectionists by 
law, and anarchists by nature. 

The Constitutional Militia of 
the United States claims NO re¬ 
sponsibility, or kindred spirit for 
the actions of Richard McLaren, 
and those currently in Fort Davis, 
Texas giving him aid and comfort. 
We ask all Media organizations to 
refrain from using the term 
"Militia" when reporting the Fort 
Davis Standoff. 

Richard McLaren, et.al. have 
proven themselves unworthy of 
such a title.

2) This one concerns the ongoing 
situation in California where 5 
militia members were arrested for 
illegal firearms and explosives. 

A man by the name of Don 
Rudolph has been sending out 
messages proclaiming that “we 
need to take it to them.” “It’s time 
to start taking them out.” Along 
with other inciteful messages. The 
word “them” is in reference to 
federal agents. It had gotten to the 
point that whenever one of his 
messages comes a person wants 
to automatically “trash” the mes¬ 
sage. 

Mr. Rudolph issued a letter 
concerning the five California

There is a book written by 
Larry Wayne Harris called Bac¬ 
teriological Warfare , in which 
Harris presents an apocalyptic 
scenario of Bio War in America. 
The end result of his story is an 
unfathomable 180,000,000 human 
dead with the land hopelessly 
contaminated for generations. 

As reported earlier, the gov¬ 
ernment has warned of Bio terror¬ 
ism and has even exacerbated the 
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call to horror with a proposed 
troop inoculation against Anthrax. 
The Justice Department says it 
will occur; Bio War is a major 
concern of the military; the ca¬ 
pability exists and Harris tells and 
sells a plausible story of unparal¬ 
leled death 

Never happen? Well, as Harris 
pointed out in a two hour phone 
conversation with this writer, “If 
it is plausible. . . it’s possible.” 
About that, one cannot argue. 

What does concern Medical 
Corps is that the Dosage Charts 
(so labeled) are: 

1) Incompatible -- The pounds, 
teaspoons, ounces, grams and 
grains are not compatible with 
one another. 

2) Ill-defined -- At times, the 
treatment does not fit the disease 
as the drug of choice. , 

3) Inaccurate — Stated dosages of 
milligrams vary more than two 
and one half times for the same 
teaspoon(s) per pounds of body 
weight. 

4) Hazardous — At best, many 
stated dosages are excessive. 

5) Lethal — If the charts are read 
wrong, the stated milligrams per 
daily dose can be a 150,000 milli¬ 
gram OVERDOSE - which 
makes any antibiotic a deadly 
neuro-toxin, nephri-toxin and 
hepa-toxin. 

Prophylaxis Against Air Deliv¬ 
ered Anthrax. A Preliminary Re¬ 
port from Medical Corps. 

In medical language, a pro¬ 
phylaxis is a preventative; or a 
prevention against a disease. 

As reported in an earlier arti¬ 
cle by Medical Corps we stated 
that there was no known prophy¬ 
laxis against Anthrax. 

We now know of one. 


In point of fact, experimental 
treatment data indicates that daily 
doses of simple antibiotics -- even 
taken 24 hours AFTER exposure - 
-will shield a human from con¬ 
tracting Anthrax. Not only do the 
antibiotics protect against An¬ 
thrax, but existing studies strongly 
suggest that the same prophylaxis 
will work against Cholera and 
Plague. 

Here is the story. 

Where; 

Not long after the first An¬ 
thrax article was printed. Medical 
Corps received a call from a lady 
who said that the U.S. Army had 
done studies using antibiotics as a 
prophylaxis against Anthrax. The 
Corps agreed that this might 
work, but without verification, 
could not print it. 

About a month later a copy of 
a report from the Journal of In¬ 
fectious Diseases arrived. Unfor¬ 
tunately, two pages were missing 
— still not verified. 

Next stop was a VA Medical 
Research Center where this writer 
sifted through several volumes of 
the 50 or so Infectious Disease 
Journals in the VA Medical Li¬ 
brary. We now have that docu¬ 
ment intact. 

The report is called 

Postexposure Prophylaxis 
against Experimental Inhalation 
Anthrax (Journal of Infect. Dis. 
1993; 167:1239-42) 

Who: 

The experiment was con¬ 
ducted by Dr. Arthur M. Fried- 
lander, US Army Medical Re¬ 
search Institute of Infectious Dis¬ 
eases, Bacteriology Division, Fort 
Detrick, Frederick, MD 

How; 

Rhesus monkeys (6 groups of 
10 each, total: 60) were exposed 
to a heads-only challenge of air 


delivered Anthrax spores. Begin¬ 
ning one day after exposure, each 
of the six groups being tested 
were given the below treatment, 
with results as follows: 

Treatment Anthrax deaths 

Control (untreated) 9 out of 10 
Vaccine Alone 8 out of 10 

Penicillin 3 out of 10 

Ciprofloxacin (Cipro) 1 out of 9 
Doxycycline 1 out of 10 

Doxycycline + Vaccine 0 out of 9 

Several things about this study 
are readily apparent. 

1) The antibiotics worked surpris¬ 
ingly well even when treatment 
was started a day after exposure. 

2) Given a day after exposure, the 
vaccine was a dismal failure. 

3) Without the prophylaxis, the 
chances of contracting the disease 
after being exposed to Inhalation 
Anthrax is almost a certainty. 

4) The study was done on mon¬ 
keys. While the Rhesus monkey 
responds to diseases and medica¬ 
tions quite like a human, they are 
still animals. Human dosages will 
be different and the outcome may 
be better or not as successful. 

Before we discuss human 
dosages, consider these options: 

a. If you contract Pulmonary 
Anthrax and you do not treat it, 
YOU WILL SURELY DIE! 

b. Even with the most heroic 
treatment measures available in a 
hospital setting, your chances of 
surviving Pulmonary Anthrax are 
extremely remote. 

c. Human doses are deter¬ 
mined by conversion calculations 
between animals and humans. 
This is accomplished through 
blood level comparisons of MICs 
(Minimum Inhibitory Concentra¬ 
tions), dosage weight tables, peak 
and trough levels as well as vari- 
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ous case studies. 

d. Additionally, human dos¬ 
ages were discussed with Phar¬ 
macists, Physicians, Clinicians 
and a former Chief of Medical 
Research of Oklahoma. 

What all of the above means 
is that the dosages will work and 
are as accurate as possible with¬ 
out human studies. 

DOXYCYCLINE: 

Adult Dosages: Doxycycline 
(Vibramycin) pills or capsules. 
** Prophylaxis Only** 

Note: Adult weight is anyone 
weighing over 100 pounds. (PDR) 

1) Minimum adult dosage for 
Doxycycline = 200 mg every 
twelve hours (BID/ql2h) x 60 
days. 

Note: When our survival de¬ 
pends upon antibiotics we tend to 
think that if this much is supposed 
to work then two or three times as 
much will be even better. Anti¬ 
biotics are alien to the human 
body and in prescribed dosages 
are only mildly poisonous. 

Taken in extreme doses they 
will damage your body or quite 
likely kill you. 

Children Dosages: Doxycycline 
(Vibramycin) **Prophylaxis 
Only** 

Dosages for children vary ac¬ 
cording to body weight and the 
drug being used. The Physicians 
Desk Reference (the PDR is a 
drug data book) states that for 
children above 100 pounds, the 
adult dose of Doxycycline should 
be used. 

For children below 100 
pounds, a daily recommended 
dose equaling lmg per 1 pound of 
body weight should be divided 
into two equal doses and given 12 
hours apart (PDR) 

For instance, a 60 lb. child 
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would receive 60mg in two 30mg 
doses. Flowever, Doxycycline 
tablets or capsules only come in 
50 and lOOmg sizes. Considering 
the insidious nature of Anthrax, it 
would probably be better to give 
the 60 lb. child a 25mg (1/2 of a 
50mg tablet) dose every 8 hours 
(TID) for a daily total of 75mg of 
Doxycycline. 

Note: A dose rate of q8h 
(every 8 hours) keeps the blood 
level of Doxycycline more con¬ 
stant within an adult or child’s 
system. 

A 40, 30, or 70 etc. pound 
child will require SEPARATE 
Doxycycline dosage computations 
using the formula lmg per pound 
body weight. Then you will have 
to divide the dose into at least two 
or three equal parts and space 
evenly over one 24 hour day. 

WARNINGS: 

1) Doxycycline is of the Tetra¬ 
cycline class of antibiotics and as 
with all Tetracyclines will cause 
yellowing and possibly destruc¬ 
tion of the teeth in unborn babies, 
infants and children to the age of 
8 years (source -- PDR). This 
condition has also been observed 
into the young adult years (Source 
— empirical data). 

2) Tetracyclines kill the nor¬ 
mal/essential bacteria responsible 
for a healthy body. Among other 
things, this can cause ulcers of the 
mouth and diarrhea. 

3) If an allergy to any of the Tet¬ 
racyclines develops or exists, dis¬ 
continue and switch to a Penicil¬ 
lin class antibiotic. 

4) Never use Penicillin and Tetra¬ 
cycline together. They tend to 
cancel each other out. 

5) Sunburn — All Tetracyclines 
will make human skin extremely 
susceptible to sunburn. 

As with all medication wam- 
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ings, they must be weighed 
against the nature of the disease. 
Pulmonary Anthrax will kill you. 
Yellow teeth won’t, and diarrhea 
can be dealt with. 

WARNING-READ 

CAREFULLY: 

Tetracycline or Achromycin V 
were not used in the Prophylaxis 
study done by the U S. Army! 
Conclusions that Tetracycline can 
be used as a prophylaxis were 
drawn from PDR dosages and the 
fact that Tetracycline is used to 
treat Cutaneous Anthrax (on the 
skin) before it enters the body’s 
system. 

The drug of choice is DOXY¬ 
CYCLINE! 

However ... if you do not 
have Doxycycline and have ac¬ 
cess to Tetracycline, they are of 
the same class of antibiotics. 
They just have different dosages. 

TETRACYCLINE: 
Adult Dosages: Tetracycline or 
Achromycin V. **Prophylaxis 
Only** 

Note : Adult dosages of Tetracy¬ 
cline are given to anyone over 
eight (8) years of age. 

1) Minimum adult dosage for the 
Tetracyclines = 500mg every six 
hours (QID/q6h) x 45 days 

2) Maximum adult dosage for the 
Tetracyclines = 500mg every four 
hours (q4h) x 60 to 90 days 

Children Dosages: Tetracyclines 
or Achromycin V **Prophylaxis 
Only** 

Dosages for children vary ac¬ 
cording to body weight and the 
drug being used. The Physicians 
Desk Reference (drug data book) 
states that for children 8 years and 
older, the adult dose of Tetracy¬ 
cline should be used. 

For children 8 years and 
younger, a daily dose of Tetra- 
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cycline equaling 10 to 20mg per 1 
pound of body weight should be 
divided into four equal doses and 
given 6 hours apart for 45 to 60 
days. 

Note: There is no existing 
data on a prophylaxis dose of Tet¬ 
racycline for either children or 
adults. A daily dose of 15mg per 
pound body weight divided into 
four equal doses might be more in 
order. 

For instance, a 60 lb. child 
taking 15mg per pound would 
compute to 900mg in four equal 
doses. This would round to 
lOOOmg and stay within the 10 to 
20mg dose range. 

Since Tetracycline capsules 
only come in 250mg and 500mg 
sizes, the 60 lb. child could re¬ 
ceive a 250mg dose every 4 
hours. A dose rate may be varied 
an hour or so either way so as to 
make the total daily dose fit 
within a 24 hour period. 

Too, the total daily dose of 
Tetracycline may be rounded up 
10% or so, as to accommodate a 
workable dosage. 

Note: A 40, 30, or 70 etc. 
pound child will require SEPA¬ 
RATE Tetracycline dosage com¬ 
putations using the formula 10 to 
20mg per pound body weight. 
Then you will have to divide the 
dose into at least four (4) equal 
parts and space evenly over one 
24 hour day. 

WARNINGS: 

1) Tetracycline class antibiotics 
will cause yellowing of the teeth 
in unborn babies, infants and 
children to the age of 8 years 
(source -- PDR). 

2) All Tetracyclines kill the nor¬ 
mal/essential bacteria responsible 
for a healthy body. 

3) If an allergy to any of the Tet¬ 
racyclines develops or exists, dis- 
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continue and switch to a Penicil¬ 
lin class antibiotic. 

4) Never use Penicillin and Tetra¬ 
cycline together. They tend to 
cancel each other out. 

5) Sunburn— All Tetracyclines 
will make human skin extremely 
susceptible to sunlight. 

6) Tetracycline and milk should 
not be taken together or within 
one (1) hour of each other. Milk 
and Tetracycline combine in the 
stomach and pass out of the body 
without the Tetracycline being 
used. 

Remember, Pulmonary An¬ 
thrax will kill you. 

ANIMAL GRADE 
ANTIBIOTICS: 
Tetracycline Class -- Terramy- 
cin, Oxytetracycline, Tetracycline 
(Bolus or Powder) 

These drugs are not the same 
as those used in hospitals!!! While 
animal grade Tetracycline is the 
same as Human grade Tetracy¬ 
cline — the animal has a different 
volume due to the filler. How¬ 
ever, you do not need grinders 
and bullet scales to arrive at a 
safe oral dosage. 

Look at the package. If it says 
200mg of Tetracycline per tea¬ 
spoon, and you need to take 
500mg, then 2 1/2 teaspoons 
computes to 500mg. If the bag 
Says lOOOmg per tsp, then you 
take 1/2 tsp. for the same 500mg. 

Read the bag! If you cannot 
figure out the dosage from the in¬ 
formation on the bag, check a dif¬ 
ferent brand.

The first estimates on US 
wheat losses to the Midwest hard 
freeze last week have been re¬ 
ported today by Bloomberg News. 
You’ll remember from my last 
update that the freeze arrived at 
the worst time for wheat which 
was wintered over and due to be 
harvested early in the summer. 

According to the report, Rol- 
lie Stukenholtz, president of the 
Crop Quest Inc. forecasting firm 
in Dodge City, Kansas, said “af 
least 200 million bushels of 
wheat, or almost 10 percent of 
the United States crop, were lost 
in the freeze Stukenholtz called 
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his estimate “conservative.” The 
largest wheat growing state is 
Kansas, and a Kansas State Uni¬ 
versity forecaster said that Kansas 
losses might reach 150 million 
alone. 

The Agriculture Department 
said, “A reduced crop would 
come as domestic wheat reserves 
are expected to fall to 460 million 
bushels by the end of May, about 
half their normal size,” according 
to the article. 

On the other side of the esti¬ 
mate spectrum is the forecasting 
firm. Sparks Companies of Mem¬ 
phis. They estimate damage will 
total just 50 million bushels. 

Prices for May hard red winter 
wheat have soared to 
$4.995/bushel, the highest level 
since last July. It ain’t over yet, 
folks....

Over the next few weeks, the 
magnitude of the flood tragedy in 
North Dakota, South Dakota and 
Minnesota is going to really hit 
home. Make no mistake about it: 
this has been catastrophic for the 
residents of these states, and it 
will result in huge crop losses in 
this country. You may recall from 
my April 17 Update that the Wall 
Street Journal quoted commodi¬ 
ties analysts’ estimates that 10-15 
percent of premium-grade red 
winter wheat may have been lost 
to the hard freeze in the Great 
Plains two weeks ago and that the 
farmers of North Dakota and 
Minnesota would be under pres¬ 
sure to plant more wheat this sea¬ 
son. 

Not only are these farmers 
facing mind-numbing challenges 
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when the water finally recedes 
from their land, but they were in 
big trouble BEFORE the Red 
River ever left its banks! Accord¬ 
ing to North Dakota Commis¬ 
sioner of Agriculture, Roger 
Johnson, North Dakota farmers 
were experiencing cash flow 
problems and finding it difficult 
to obtain credit for funding this 
year’s farm operations. He cited 
the following: “The continual on¬ 
slaught of harsh winter patterns; a 
marked increase in crop disease 
and pest problems; high input 
costs (fertilizer, herbicides, pes¬ 
ticides, etc.); lower market prices 
for crops harvested [are hurting 
farmers].” He noted that, “Gross 
farm income had increased 40% 
in North Dakota since 1990, but 
farm expenses had only increased 
53%. Borrowing had increased 
100% in the same period. Net 
farm income had fallen “from a 
per farm average of $50,091 in 
1993 to just $35,513 in 1996” 
Johnson said, concluding, “This is 
a very disturbing trend.” 

Disturbing indeed. Add this 
past week’s flood insults to their 
existing, financial injuries, and it 
would be entirely feasible, un¬ 
derstandable — even probable — 
that many will not be able/choose 
to plant. And the situations of 
farmers in Minnesota and South 
Dakota are not much better. 
These are the durum wheat (pasta 
wheat) states. As the Red River 
runs north into Manitoba and be¬ 
yond, today, similar nightmares 
are playing themselves out for 
residents and farmers in Canada. 
We import a lot of wheat from 
Canada. Our neighbor to the north 
has had its own winter weather 
extremes this year, too. The 
overall global wheat supply situa¬ 
tion bears careful watching this 
year. Keep your ears to the 
ground. It won’t make the head¬ 
lines. 
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Store owners that retail wheat 
and other grains tell me their 
supply brokers are telling them 
that supplies are low, that there is 
some difficulty in filling their 
wholesale orders. This is the pres¬ 
sure I feared we’d begin to feel as 
we tap into our already low end¬ 
ing stocks before this year’s har¬ 
vests are in. I suspect we should 
begin to see price increases for 
wheat and wheat products shortly. 
Supply and demand. Market 
forces will reduce consumption. 

If you have some extra space 
in your garden this spring or fall, 
you might want to try growing, 
harvesting and processing some 
wheat. Call your local extension 
agent to see which varieties are 
suitable for your area. The skills 
you develop may prove very 
handy in the future...Geri

The first official agricultural 
statistics on this past week’s food 
crop progress have just been re¬ 
leased by the USDA. While still 
preliminary and subject to revi¬ 
sion and comment by the agency, 
they have released numbers that 
appear to confirm concerns ex¬ 
pressed here over the past few 
weeks. 

Let’s take the crops one at a 
time: 

Winter Wheat Crop Condi¬ 
tion: There are 19 states which 
produce nearly all of the U S. 
wheat crop. For these states, the 
condition of winter wheat in the 
field is rated as Excellent (Ex), 
Good (G), Fair (F), Poor (P) or 
Very Poor (VP). The following 
results are the average percents in 
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each category reported by the 19 
states:

A quick glance might lead you 
to say that there is a great im¬ 
provement in the condition of 
winter wheat this year over last. 
True. Last year was a disaster for 
winter wheat. You may remember 
from these updates last year that 
we had to look for spring-planted 
wheat to bail us out, and fortu¬ 
nately, good weather materialized 
just when we needed it. We had a 
bumper crop and ducked the bul¬ 
let. Not that it built our reserves 
back up to comfortable levels — it 
didn’t. 

Look more closely at this past 
and the previous week’s data. 
Ovei half — 52.4% of the winter 
wheat crop due to be harvested in 
late spring and early summer is in 
fair to very poor condition. That 
leaves only 46-48% in good to 
excellent shape. But this is only 
part of the wheat picture. 

Ninety-six percent of the Na¬ 
tion’s spring wheat crop - the 
wheat we depended on to see us 
through last year - is supplied by 
only 5 states: Idaho, Minnesota, 
Montana, North Dakota and 
South Dakota. For the week end¬ 
ing yesterday, April 27th , only 
5% of the Nations spring wheat 
had been planted. Overage wheat 
planted by this date in the years 
1992-96 is 23%. That’s down 
over 78%. Now, we could be 
eternal optimists and say that we 
will make up for lost time and get 
planting in the next week or two 
to bring in that crop. But how 
much planting do you think is 
going on in Minnesota, North Da¬ 
kota and South Dakota right 
Now? Even Montana has only 
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10% of its crop in when its aver¬ 
age is 35%. South Dakota has in 
2% while its average is 44%. The 
still-frozen and/or flooded lands 
in these wheat states will not 
yield to the plow for weeks vet. It 
will take nearly miraculous con¬ 
ditions to bring in a wheat harvest 
from these states this year. 

Rice: 5 states produced 96% 
of the U.S. rice crop in 1996. In 
those states, 45% of the rice is 
planted as of yesterday. The aver¬ 
age for this date in 1992-96 is 
45%, right on the money. How¬ 
ever, of the rice planted, only 
14% of it has emerged. Average 
emerged for this date -- 24%. 
Weather conditions. 

Barley: 6 states produce 82% 
of the U.S. crop. In those six 
states, 11% was planted as of 
yesterday. Average for 1992-96 -- 
28%. Weather conditions. 

Oats: 9 states responsible for 
56% of the U.S. oat crop. Of 
those, 40% of the crop has been 
planted compared to 36% average 
for 1992-96. Yes! Let’s eat oats! 

Corn: 17 states produced 
90% of our corn last year. In 
those, 18% of the corn has been 
planted as of yesterday. Average 
by the 27th of April, 15%. Yes! 
Another positive start. Keep fin¬ 
gers and toes crossed because a 
good com crop should at least 
keep meat prices under control. 

Peanuts: 8 states produce 
99% of our peanut crop. Yester¬ 
day, 9% of the crop had been 
planted. Average planted on this 
date from 1992-96 — 16%. Bears 
watching. Time to stock up on Jif 
and Skippv? Won’t know for a 
few weeks. 

Soybeans: Soybean data was 
not available today, however, two 
days ago the Bloomberg News re¬ 
ported that the Chicago Board of 
Trade saw sharp soybean price 
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increases on trader speculation 
that China had bought two to 
three cargoes of American soy¬ 
beans for May and June delivery. 
One cargo is approximately 
50,000 metric tons or 1.8 million 
bushels. 

“Such sales would come at a 
time when robust domestic and 
global demand threatens to de¬ 
plete United States Inventories, 
which the Agriculture Department 
forecasts will drop to a 20-year 
low of 125 million bushels by 
September,” the report says. Tim 
Elrod, an analyst from Pacific 
Futures Trading Company in Se¬ 
attle, is quoted as saying, “There 
just aren’t any more beans, and 
demand from China is insatiable. 

And now, from my email, 
comes this report, truly grassroots 
and perhaps being repeated across 
America. An Arizona reader 
states, “I stopped by the Tucson 
Cooperative Warehouse last week 
to pick up some bulgur (wheat) in 
bulk and was a bit surprised to see 
how the price at the register had 
jumped from the catalog price. In 
the April catalog, which went to 
press around the third week of 
March, bulgur in the 10# pack¬ 
ages was listed at 53 cents/pound. 
At the register on 22 April, it was 
71.3 cents/pound, an increase of 
34.5%.” He also notes that there 
is a 10% markup over catalog 
price for folks who aren’t co-op 
members. As a non-member, he 
paid 78.4 cents/pound. 

You might want to try to get a 
handle on what is happening to 
wheat prices/availability in your 
area. Ask bulk suppliers what 
their prices are today, what they 
were last week, and last month. If 
you get data worth sharing, send 
me an email and I will tiy to get 
through it all for the next update. 

Things on the food front are 
going to remain “interesting” for 
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much of our lifetimes, I expect. 1 
also expect revisions and further 
downgrading of crop potential for 
this season. Not pessimism — real¬ 
ism. Global demand is at an all- 
time high. Weather extremes, 
depleted soils, water shortages 
and the biological limits of plant 
production are converging with 
the frightening one-quarter mil¬ 
lion net new mouths to feed per 
DAY to create some serious back¬ 
room discussions around the 
globe. 

Can the misery of North Ko¬ 
rea occur here? Is it even possible 
for the richest country in the 
world, the so-called breadbasket 
of the world, to have a completely 
failed season or two? Where 
would we get the seed we grow 
each year for future crops? Where 
would we get all of our food if 
both the U.S. and Canada shared 
disastrous weather for one or two 
seasons? It has happened before — 
when there were far fewer mouths 
to feed. 

Look at the data as it comes 
out. Watch global weather. Watch 
the food and commodities mar¬ 
kets. Pay attention to food distri¬ 
bution politics around the world. 
Then answer the question for 
yourself...

1. Assume jurisdiction in this 
matter and issue a Writ of Man¬ 
damus to the respondent trial 
judge directing the respondent to 
enter the appropriate orders spe¬ 
cifically requested herein; and 

2. Issue a stay of the proceedings 
below pending resolution of this 
Petition in this Court or, in the 
alternative, allow jury selection to 
proceed on schedule, March 31, 
1997, but stay the taking of evi¬ 
dence in the court below pending 
this Court's resolution of the Peti¬ 
tion. 


OVERVIEW 

The McVeigh defense, based 
upon the material provided to it, 
suggests the following hypothesis: 
A foreign power, probably Iraq, 
but not excluding the possibility 
of another foreign state, planned a 
terrorist attack(s) in the United 
States and that one of those tar¬ 
gets was the Alfred P. Murrah 
Building in Oklahoma City. The 
Murrah Building was chosen ei¬ 
ther because of lack of security 
(i.e. it was a "soft target"), or be¬ 
cause of available resources such 
as Iraqi POW's who had been 
admitted into the United States 
were located in Oklahoma City, 
or possibly because the location 
of the building was important to 
American neo-Nazis such as those 
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individuals who supported Rich¬ 
ard Snell who was executed in 
Arkansas on April 19, 1995. 

The plan was arranged for a 
Middle Eastern bombing engineer 
to engineer the bomb in such a 
way that it could be carefully 
transported and successfully 
detonated. There is no reported 
incident of neo-Nazis or extreme 
right-wing militants in this coun¬ 
try exploding any bomb of any 
significant size let alone one to 
bring down a nine (9) story fed¬ 
eral building and kill 168 persons. 
In fact, not even members of the 
left-wing militant groups such as 
the Weatherman were ever able to 
accomplish anything of this 
magnitude. 

This terrorist attack was 
"contracted out" to persons whose 
organization and ideology was 
friendly to policies of the foreign 
power and included dislike and 
hatred of the United States gov¬ 
ernment itself, and possibly in¬ 
cluded was a desire for revenge 
against the United States, with 
possible anti-black and anti- 
semitic overtones. Because Iraq 
had tried a similar approach in 
1990, but had been thwarted by 
Syrian intelligence information 
given to the United States, this 
time the information was passed 
through an Iraqi intelligence base 
in the Philippines. 

Operating out of the Philip¬ 
pines as a base, the state- 
sponsored [sic] terrorists, with the 
Murrah Building already chosen 
as the target, enlisted the support 
and assistance of members of the 
Radical American Right. The de¬ 
fense believes the evidence sug¬ 
gests that American neo-Nazis 
were chosen to carry out the 
bombing of the Murrah Building 
because of a shared ideological 
bent of hatred against the Ameri¬ 
can government. It is possible that 
those who carried out the bomb- 
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ing were unaware of the true 
sponsor. 

The evidence collected by the 
defense suggests that the desired 
ideology was found by the state- 
sponsored terrorists in Elohim 
City, Oklahoma, a small com¬ 
pound near Muldrow, Oklahoma, 
consisting of between 25 and 30 
families and described as a terror¬ 
ist organization which preaches 
white supremacy, polygamy and 
overthrow of the government. 
Elohim City was a haven for for¬ 
mer members of The Covenant, 
The Sword and the Arm of the 
Lord ("CSA"), another extremist 
organization that had been raided 
by the federal government on 
April 19, 1995 [1985], exactly ten 
years to the day prior to the Okla¬ 
homa City bombing. One member 
of CSA turned on the organization 
and testified in court at the trial of 
Richard Snell and others who 
were charged in Arkansas with 
sedition in that they conspired to 
destroy the Alfred P. Murrah 
Building in Oklahoma City with a 
rocket launcher in the early 
1980's. Snell was convicted on 
unrelated capital charges and 
sentenced to death in Arkansas. 
He was executed the day of the 
Oklahoma City bombing—April 
19, 1995—and is buried at Elohim 
City. It is from this group of peo¬ 
ple that the defense believes that 
the evidence suggests foreign, 
state-sponsored terrorists 

groomed the most radical persons 
associated with Elohim City and 
extracted monumental revenge 
against the federal government by 
destroying the Murrah Building 
on the day of Richard Snell's exe¬ 
cution and the anniversary date of 
federal raid. 

But the defense hypothesis 
also entails evidence, very strong 
evidence, that the federal gov¬ 
ernment, through the Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco & Firearms, 
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had an informant in Elohim City, 
an informant who warned federal 
law enforcement prior to April 
19, 1995, that former residents, 
including the former chief of se¬ 
curity, of Elohim City were plan¬ 
ning to "target for destruction" 
federal buildings in Oklahoma, 
including the Alfred P. Murrah 
Building. The defense believes 
this scenario is true, that it is [sic] 
eerily similar to the World Trade 
Center bombing where the FBI 
had an informant infiltrate the ter¬ 
rorist group but failed to stop that 
criminal act, and that, absent ju¬ 
dicial intervention, information 
concerning these matters in the 
possession of the federal govern¬ 
ment will be forever buried. 

The defense for Mr. McVeigh 
is not engaged in a fishing expe¬ 
dition. As the information set 
forth in this Petition demon¬ 
strates, the McVeigh defense, us¬ 
ing resources provided to it by the 
district court, has conducted a 
wide-ranging and increasingly 
narrow focused investigation. But 
without subpoena power, without 
the right to take depositions, and 
without access to national intelli¬ 
gence information, the McVeigh 
defense can go no further.

However, the following is 
such a fascinating story that I felt 
we could all benefit from it. 

THE LATEST P.O.W. OF 
THE VETERAN WAR 

On Friday, January 24, 1997 
at 2:30 pm in Federal District 
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Court, Denver, Colorado, a final 
chapter of the Vietnam War is 
being written. 

At this hearing, a respected 
Vietnam veteran activist is being 
sentenced to Federal Prison after 
being convicted of a variety of 
charges including income tax 
evasion and false statements, and 
several other alleged charges. 

Here is his story. 

It all began in January of 
1968. The Tet Offensive was 
being televised every day by the 
National News Media. The Ma¬ 
rines in Hue and their battles 
evoked a number of different re¬ 
sponses in our country, but it 
prompted a patriotic response 
from a 21 year old college student 
who enlisted in the Army and 
signed up for officer candidate 
school at Fort Benning, Georgia. 

At 21, basic training was easy and 
the awards followed - outstanding 
training platoon guide and basic 
rifle marksmanship award. OCS 
followed. There he excelled and 
was selected to become a tactical 
officer at the 5th Student OSC 
Battalion the next year. Jungle 
Warfare School and then to Viet¬ 
nam. 

Soon it was September 1971, 
and the Vietnam war was differ¬ 
ent. It was winding down. 
Nixon's Vietnamation was the or¬ 
der of the day. No one wanted to 
be the last to die in a war that 
now really didn't matter. The race 
problems and the drug problems 
complicated his duty as a platoon 
leader, XO, and finally company 
commander. 

His tour of duty ended and so 
did his military career. He re¬ 
turned to college with a severe 
case of hepatitis contracted from 
contaminated water while in 
South Vietnam. He didn't let his 
condition interfere with the goals. 

At college he became a dorm di- 
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rector and an honor graduate 
(Magna Cum Laude). After 
graduation, he took a job as a vet¬ 
eran's counselor. This position as 
a counselor lasted for almost 22 
years until he was forced to retire 
in June of 1996 after his convic¬ 
tion in Federal Court. 

What led to this conviction? 
The story unfolds in 1991. As a 
veterans activist who had been 
involved in may different veterans 
issues including judicial review, 
employment issues, radiation, 
agent orange, post traumatic 
stress disorders, counseling pro¬ 
grams, Desert storm illness prob¬ 
lems, and teaching at the National 
Veterans Training Institute, this 
veteran got involved in an issue 
that he had always avoided, the 
Vietnam MIA/POW controversy. 

What promoted this change 
from an individual who swore he 
would never return to Vietnam to 
someone who became consumed 
by this issue? He thought he could 
make a difference! In 1991, all of 
the news releases from what was 
coming from the former Soviet 
Union, all of the photos of re¬ 
ported live POWs', the testimony 
of Bill Bell in front of the Senate 
MIA/POW hearings chaired by 
the former antiwar activist John 
Kerry, U.S. Senator, and finally, 
the resignation of the Head of the 
Pentagons MIA/POW operations. 
Colonel Peck. This veteran used 
his government contacts and ob¬ 
tained a copy of Colonel Peck's 
report. He was shocked at the 
government's lies and cover-up 
that caused us to leave live POWs 
behind after the prisoner release 
in 1973. Just as in 1968 when he 
tired of hearing about the war he 
joined the service to experience it 
for himself, likewise, in 1991 af¬ 
ter tiring of the lies from our gov¬ 
ernment, he went personally to go 
Vietnam to learn about the 
MIA/POW issue for himself. 
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After receiving permission 
from the Vietnamese Ambassador 
for the United Nations, our Viet¬ 
nam veteran activist flew to Ha¬ 
noi to meet with Communist 
leaders to discuss MIA/POW, 
PTSD among North Vietnam 
soldiers, drug and alcohol issues 
among their soldiers, and the 
Amerasian children issues. 

A great deal of information 
was gathered by this individual 
after three trips to Vietnam, Ha¬ 
noi and Cambodia during the time 
between 1992 and 1993. Shortly 
after his return from his last trip, 
he learned from the American 
government sources that he was 
now the target of a Federal inves¬ 
tigation. What prompted this in¬ 
vestigation?? An investigation 
that lasted for almost three years 
before an indictment was issued 
against him! 

This is what happened. Our 
story continues in January 1992 
during a meeting with Vietnam 
communist government officials. 
The main emphasis from the 
Vietnamese government was that 
there were no POWs being held in 
Vietnam, that was in the past and 
there it was to stay. They wanted 
the U.S. to lift the trade embargo, 
allow the World Bank to make 
loans to Vietnam, and to normal¬ 
ize relationships with the United 
States. 

BUT WHAT WAS REALLY 
HAPPENING? Bill Bell and Tom 
McKay, the American Employees 
in charge of the MIA/POW office 
in Hanoi, were forced to retire 
after Mr. Bell's surprising testi¬ 
mony at the Senate POW hear¬ 
ings. Keep in mind the phrase 
"being held in Vietnam", nothing 
was mentioned about Laos. Also 
keep in mind that Senator John 
Kerry was a frequent visitor to 
Vietnam in 1991 and 1992. He 
was further convinced that live 
American POW's were still being 
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held in Laos. Communist officials 
allowed our American friend 
complete access to the War Mis¬ 
sion in Hanoi. 

Conversations, review of 
documents, purchased informa¬ 
tion and held conversations with 
former NVA soldiers and officers 
which led this individual to be¬ 
come convinced that the informa¬ 
tion he was told was true! One of 
his main sources of information 
was a former CIA operative still 
operating in Vietnam. What he 
discovered was the following: 

1. That Senator John Kerry was 
more interested in establishing 
business contacts than solving the 
MIA/POW issues. 

2. That Senator John Kerry 
wanted to locate his Vietnamese 
wife whom he left behind after 
his tour of duty as a naval River 
Boat Commander. 

3. That Senator John Kerry pur¬ 
chased two complete Tiger skins 
(an endangered species) for 1,750 
U.S. dollars each and brought 
them back to the United States. 

4. The Vietnamese Ambassador 
to the U.N., who approved this 
official trip by this former Army 
Officer was suddenly recalled to 
Vietnam and executed. 

The U.S. Government had 
failed to protect this individual 
who was going to defect with in¬ 
formation concerning our 
MlA/POWs. 

5. Senator Kerry made a secret 
agreement with the communist 
officials. The U.S. would normal¬ 
ize relations, lift the trade em¬ 
bargo, and allow the World Bank 
to make loans to Vietnam so that 
the communist government would 
release approximately sixty (60) 
American prisoners. This ex¬ 
change occurred in December, 
1992. All of the Americans were 
suffering severe psychiatric disor- | 
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ders and physical problems from 
over 20 years of confinement and 
torture. Why did the Vietnamese 
Communist Government keep the 
American POWs? Remember, the 
U.S. promised them money to re¬ 
build North Vietnam. Secretary of 
State Kissinger made this pledge 
to the North Vietnam in 1973 
during the Paris Peace Talks! But 
Watergate was consuming 
Nixon's presidency and he didn't 
think Congress would release or 
approve that amount of foreign 
aid (3 Billion Dollars). 

This violation of the agree¬ 
ment and the Vietnamese previ¬ 
ous experience with the French 
Government and the French 
POW's caused the North Viet¬ 
namese officials to withhold hun¬ 
dreds of American POW's. The 
U.S. Government knew and al¬ 
lowed this to happen. The Viet¬ 
namese government was con¬ 
vinced that the U.S. would pur¬ 
chase these prisoners for the for¬ 
mer promised foreign aid. 

The facts that our American 
veteran uncovered were not ac¬ 
complished over night! It took 
three (3) trips to Vietnam and 
Cambodia of which thousands of 
dollars were spent on purchasing 
information and the impression 
that this individual worked for 
Ross Perot. Mr. Perot was one of 
the few Americans the Vietnam¬ 
ese respected and feared. 

Our friend was allowed access 
to documents and correspondence 
from American POW's who are 
now living in Thailand, Australia, 
and the Philippines. (Today, as of 
this writing in 1997). 

He also learned about an 
American F-l 11 pilot and aircraft 
which were sent to the Soviet 
Union. He learned about that 
there were American POW's still 
alive and being held by the North 
Korean Government. 
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All of these facts were known 
to the United States, but for the 
"Greater Good" were NOT di¬ 
vulged to the American public. 

Here is what we know: 

1. Since January, 1993, the infor¬ 
mation and news flow from S.E. 
Asia has become nonexistent. 

2. The World Bank has now made 
loans to the Vietnamese Govern¬ 
ment. 

3. That the U.S. trade embargo 
has been lifted. 

4. The U.S. has selected a former 
American POW as the first am¬ 
bassador to Vietnam. His confir¬ 
mation has not yet been approved 
and the embassy has not formally 
been opened. Although nonoffi¬ 
cial embassy staff are in Hanoi. 

5. A number of business interests 
and businesses have been estab¬ 
lished in Vietnam by friends and 
relations of Senator John Kerry. 

6. The MIA/POW issues is now a 
non-issue. Only kept alive by a 
dwindling number of relatives and 
activists who care about their 
fellow American. 

The following information 
was released and discussed by our 
Vietnam veteran activist and sud¬ 
denly was under federal investi¬ 
gation. "You discredit the mes¬ 
sage when you discredit the mes¬ 
senger." 

The message is clear! Don't 
interfere in issues that are con¬ 
trary to the governments' secret 
policies and operations. "We will 
decide what the general public 
needs to know". 

Now this respected, disabled 
Vietnam veteran (former Army 
Officer, former veteran activist) is 
now facing a 48 to 54 months 
prison sentence. He has had to 
sell his mother's house, mortgage 
his home, and sold all his per¬ 


sonal possessions to pay over 
$ 100,000 in attorney fees. 

He would NOT accept a plea 
agreement. He would NOT lie! 
He would NOT "kiss their a..". 
He vowed he would make a dif¬ 
ference, but now he is paying the 
ultimate price. He and his family 
has suffered by the "government" 
with all of its resources and un¬ 
limited information to distort the 
facts, convinced a jury that he 
failed to report "income" on his 
1990, 1991, and 1992 federal tax 
returns. 

The "Powers that be" were so 
vindictive that when the first 
grand jury failed to indict our 
friend, the "Powers that be" 
started the process all over. They 
distorted the facts and convinced 
the jury to convict, even though 
the proper amended tax returns 
were prepared long before the tax 
issue became an issue for the in¬ 
vestigators against him.

Second Amendment 
Quiz Answer 

The correct answer is G. 

Option A. Wrong. The Second 
Amendment refers to the right of 
the people to keep and bear arms. 
People have that right regardless 
of whether or not they are mem¬ 
bers of the militia. However, 
George Mason, one of the writers 
of the Constitution, once said, 
"Who is the militia? It is the 
whole people." And United States 
Code, Title 10, Section 311 says 
that the militia is all able-bodied 
men, with a few exceptions. 

Option B. Wrong. The writers of 
the Bill of Rights specifically re¬ 
ferred to the keeping and bearing 
of arms as a right, not a privilege. 
A privilege is something that is 
granted by the government. A 


right is something you need not 
have permission to exercise. 

Option C. Wrong. The writers 
recognized the right as inalienable 
and inherent in people, not 
granted by governmental authori¬ 
ties. Congress can infringe or 
violate rights, but can neither 
grant them nor take them away. 

Option D. Wrong. The Second 
Amendment is about security, not 
duck hunting. It protects your 
right to own military assault 
weapons, but says nothing about 
hunting rifles, unless you defend 
your security with a hunting rifle. 

Option E. Wrong. This is Patrick 
Buchanan's version of the Second 
Amendment. When the Bill of 
Rights was signed, many people 
privately owned their own war¬ 
ships, cannons, etc. The Second 


Amendment is not limited to 
simple firearms. 

Option F. Wrong. See the differ¬ 
ence between rights and privi¬ 
leges as explained above. The 
writers did not believe that rights 
were something the government 
could or should regulate. The 
word 'regulated' as applied to the 
Militia, meant that the militiamen 
were well equipped and supplied 
with all the 'regular' equipment. 

Option G. Right. The founding 
fathers were educated, articulate 
men. There is no reason to believe 
they would write something they 
did not mean. If they had intended 
the Second Amendment to be one 
of the other answers, they would 
have written it as such.
